Added Money 


The Courier-Journal’s Larry Boeck. who 
knows about football. made the mistake 
of asking Brownie Leach something about 
racing. He wanted to know about the 
money “for a race like the Falls City 
Handicap. a $10.000 added affair schedul- 
ed Saturday” at Churchill Downs. 


“To answer the question.” said Brownie. “you 
first have to know what $10,000 added means. And 
it means this: The track guarantees $10,000. The 
added money comes from the horsemen in nominat- 
ing and starting fees. 

“For the Falls City. the nomination fee is $25 
and the starting fee $100. About 40 horses were 
nominated, but just about 10 or 12 will start. 

“So, there’s $1,000 from nominations and about 
the same for starting fees. The added money then 


will be about $2,000. . . .” 


In a case like this it is not easy to deter- 
mine whether Brownie was being forgetful 
or was just exercising his usual zeal for 
guarding the truth by keeping strangers 
away from it. The younger generation 
apparently does not know that this Ken- 
tuckian has a special calendar in which 
every day of the year is April 1. 


The stakes, Larry. are what the owners 
put up. The added money is what the 
track puts up. Rule 9 of The Jockey 
Club’s rules of racing says: “A ‘Sweep- 
stakes’ is a race in which stakes are to be 
made by the owners of the horses engaged. 
and it is still a sweepstakes when money 
or other prize is added... .” 


Some people. of course. don’t pay much 
attention to definitions. The Swaps- 
Nashua race of August 31 was commonly 
referred to as a match, but according to 


rule 11: “A ‘Match’ is a race between two 
horses the property of two different owners 
on terms agreed upon by them and to 
which no money. or other prize, is added; 
it is void if either party die.” 


Portrait and Plaque 
The late Dr. William Wallace Dimock 


did about as much as any other one man 
in history for the welfare of horse breed- 
ers in Kentucky. not to mention his ser- 
vices to breeders of other kinds of live- 
stock during a long tenure as head of the 
Department of Animal Pathology at the 
University of Kentucky. His service and 
reputation were not local, but inter- 
national. and veterinarians from many 
parts of the world came to study in his 
department. He carried enlightenment to 
the people. and scolded innumerable farm- 
ers for practices which allowed their live- 
stock to be destroyed by parasites and 
disease. 

A portrait of Dr. Dimock. presented to 
the department by a group of his friends. 
will be unveiled at the Animal Pathology 
Building on the Experiment Station Farm 
on Thursday, November 10, at 4 p. m. 
Dr. Herman L. Donovan. president. is 
inviting friends and associates to be 
“present on this occasion to honor a man 
who long served the University with high 
distinction.” 

At the same time a tablet will be 
presented dedicating the building to the 
memory of a dedicated man. and_ the 


Animal Pathology Building will become 
the W. W. 


Building.

Queens and Queen-Makers 


CampeN. For the third consecutive 
week-end. fillies and mares had the feature 
billing at Garden State Park, but no one 
complained about the monotony of the 
New Jersey racing script. Indeed, the best 
was saved for the last. as 18 of the top 
feminine racers in training paraded for 
the Vineland Handicap. won by High 
Voltage. 

With weather that fairly sparkled for 
the day's program the only doubt in con- 
nection with the big event had to do with 
the size of the field. As it turned out. all 
18 broke perfectly aligned. Only a few 
were forced into extra strides around the 
first turn, and from there on it was mere- 
ly a question of the best horse. The frac- 
tions of :2225. :4535. 1:10. 1:3535. and 
1:4815 further attested the 1955 Vineland 
as a race of more than passing import. 

After the early maneuvering for posi- 
tion Eric Guerin confidently moved Fox- 
catcher Farm’s Parlo to the front. At the 
three-eighths pole. Eddie Arcaro began a 
run with Wheatley Stable’s High Voltage.

Award-Makers’ Dilemma 


Of academic interest now is what the 
revolving geniuses who select “best of this 
and that” will do about the 1955 female 
championship. 

What the award-makers must consider 
is that Parlo. a *Heliopolis—Fairy Palace 
4-year-old. was under 128 pounds in the 


Ocroser 29, 1955 


Vineland. thus conceding 7 pounds by the 
scale to High Voltage. On July 2 Parlo 
had given High Voltage a dozen pounds— 
2 by the scale—and beaten her 5 lengths 
going away over the 10 furlongs of the 
Delaware Handicap. It’s to Parlo’s credit 
that. despite a threat of suspensory trouble 
in her left fore leg. she ran third in the 
Vagrancy in her last outing, giving 18 
pounds to the winner. She has been 
lightly campaigned: the Vineland was her 
sixth start of the year. 

High Voltage has not been pampered 
at all by trainer Jim Fitzsimmons. The 
Vineland was her 14th start of 1955. Her 
stablemate Misty Morn has done battle 19 
times this semester. She was unplaced in 
the Vineland—but this was only 10 days 
after her hard race. second to Manotick, 
in the Ladies Handicap. 

Mr. Fitz, who deploys his forces on the 
grand scale of a Prussian field marshal. 
may report to Miami next month for his 
25th Florida campaign with the best 3- 
year old filly. top filly or mare, horse of 
the year, and best 3-year-old colt. And

The Vineland caused no more conversa- 
tion than the Garden State Stakes. the 
value of which was increased on Monday 
when a pair of outlanders put up $10.- 
000 each in supplementary nomination fees 
for the 1,);-mile run on October 29. 

One check came from the D and H 
Stable for Needles. a Florida-bred. The 
other came from comedian Lou Costello 
for his Bold Bazooka. a California-bred. 
Needles, is the probable favorite for the 
Garden State. which. with 16 starters. will 
gross more than $290,000. 

Bold Bazooka figures as fourth or fifth 
choice. behind Career Boy. Nail. and 
possibly Lawless, but if the public were 
betting with sentiment instead of money 
the big chestnut gelding would be odds- 
on. The reason is his owner. 

Lou Costello has been poking around 
the New Jersey-New York countryside like 
a happy kid since his first and only stakes 
horse flew into Garden State Park. First. 
he looked up dozens of old cronies around 
Paterson. N. J.. where he was born and 
attained his first fame as a_ basketball 
player and prize fighter. Then he put 
himself at the disposal of the Garden 
State’s ballyhoo chief Everett Clay. a 
Floridian. 

Costello appeared at a press luncheon 
in New York for 30 syndicate and wire- 
service talked to dozens of 
reporters individually. was filmed for 
television shows. appeared on_ television 
and radio. and posed for stacks of photo- 


columnists. 


graphs with his horse. his jockey. his 
trainer. New York and Philadelphia pap- 
ers were full of pictures. Lou insisted on 
sitting in the grandstand. He put on a 
one-man show from the saddling paddock. 

A straight-faced Bryan Field pointed out 
that Bold Bazooka seemed to come out of 
the gate slowly. “This is the only colt.” 
Lou replied. “that starts from a kneeling 
position.” 

Costello paid a $900 plane bill for his 
$100 lead pony to fly to New Jersey with 
Bold Bazooka. “The horse likes that pony, 
so he’s going to have him. I don’t want 
any of these excuses. if we lose. about the 
wrong pony.” 

Asked if he fed Bold Bazooka as 
meticulously as Rex Ellsworth fed his 
horses. Lou said. “I don’t feed him noth- 
ing. I stop by the stall every morning, 
hand him a sawbuck. and tell him to go 
out and get what he likes.” 

Lou wasn’t kidding. however. when he 
explained that the speedy colt. which 
equaled the world record of 1:03%5 for 
51, furlongs. grew up in his back yard. 
an area about 60 by 200 feet. The colt 
didn’t associate closely with other horses 
until he was taken up for training. 
Costello said that *Bazooka. which Ray 
Bell purchased for him in Ireland. has 
sired 8 foals and that the 5 Costello owned 
before Bold Bazooka all were winners at 2. 
The sixth and seventh offspring were the 
result of services given to the mares owned 
by close friends. The friends do not race 
They keep the pair in their back- 
yard, where they are pets for the children.

Fred S. Orpen won't be 
officially through with racing in Ontario 
until his race meeting at Dufferin Park 
in Toronto closes in mid-November, but 
to all intents and purposes he made his 
swan song when he conducted. and rather 
successfully. too. the 18th running of the 
Canadian Championship at Long Branch 
Park on October 15. 

This years Championship at $40,000 
added. was Canada’s richest horse contest, 
and the winner of the 1,°;-mile event was 
W. Jim Beattie’s Park Dandy. a 5-year-old 
gelded son of Bull Dandy out of the 
Agrarian mare Park Avenue. winner this 
year of 5 of 10 starts and $81,175, includ. 
ing $34.525 from the Championship. 

Running over a slow track as third 
choice in the race, Park Dandy and 
jockey Bob Ussery finished in 2:0045, and 
at the wire had 184 lengths over Mrs. 
Ethel D. Jacobs’ Paper Tiger. an even- 
money choice ridden by Conn McCreary, 
Sol Rotenberg’s Toronto-owned Hickory 
Hill was third. 11% lengths back of Paper 
Tiger. 

Beattie. Irish-born lace manufacturer 
who now makes his home at Washington. 
R. undoubtedly got more satisfaction 
from his gelding’s win at Long Branch 
than he had a couple of weeks ago at 
Belmont Park when Park Dandy beat 
Grandpaw. Icarian. and Paper Tiger in a 
mile race. In that one. Paper Tiger had 
given 6 pounds to Park Dandy. But in 
Orpen’s Championship, they were equally 
weighted with 126 pounds. 

Hirsch Jacobs, Paper Tiger's condition- 
er, met many old friends in Toronto. 
where he had trained horses as a young: 
ster back in 1929-30 for the late Charles 
Ferraro. Jacobs once had 13 winners in 
4 days at the now defunct Thorncliffe 
Park. 

The affable Jim Beattie wasn't the 
only owner with a cause for celebration. 
The same day at Long Branch. William 
Beasley’s 2-vear-old star Canadian Champ 
won the final corner of Long Branch’s 
“Triple Crown” for youngsters. 

Canadian Champ earlier had won. the 
Golden Spoon and the Cup and Saucer 
(Long Branch is very utilitarian in its 
offerings). and on the day of the 
Championship won the Diamond Ring 
Stakes. The Windfields—Boleste» colt 
now has a record of 6 wins and 2 seconds 
in 9 starts and earnings of $51.480. a new 
record for a Canadian-bred 2-year-old. 

All of his defeats have been away from 
Canadian soil. There was a second to 
Reneged at Jamaica on July 13 and a 
second to Career Boy at Saratoga on 
August 6. On August 20 he again met 
defeat at Saratoga, this time running 
seventh to Career Boy. Gorp PEPPER

Two days before Churchill Downs open- 
ed on October 24 Keeneland closed a 10- 
day meeting with slight gains—less than 
one per cent—in both attendance and 
mutuel handle. This year 72.822 persons 
bet $3.399.105. as compared to last year’s 
totals of 72.252 and $3.366.752. In 1953. 
the last fall meeting before a 4 per cent 
pari-mutuel tax was imposed on Keeneland 
bettors. attendance was 84.295 and betting 
reached $3,.780.828. 

Feature race of the last 5 days at 
Keeneland was the $25.000-added Breed- 
ers Futurity, which grossed $58.425 and 
was won by Bwamazon Farm’s Jovial Jove. 
(See Stakes and Horses. ) 

One of the most interesting races during 
the last week at Keeneland was the $7,500 
Woodlawn Handicap for fillies and mares 
on October 19. Nine horses accepted 
handicapper Fred Burton’s weights: Oil 
Painting (123). Smart Devil (119). Arab 


Actress (117). Jenjay (113). Pegeen 
(113). Tonsina (112). Roman Warbler 


(111). Where Are We (111). and Whirl- 
ing Blues (108). The entry of Oil Paint- 
ing and Roman Warbler went off as a 7- 
10 favorite. 

Tonsina and Jenjay dueled for the lead 
for most of the 614 furlongs. In the stretch 
Mrs. Henry J. Damm’s Arab Actress closed 
fast in the middle of the track to win by a 
length. Oil Painting. always within 
striking distance. couldn’t make up any 
ground and finished fourth. about 2 lengths 
behind the winner.

For these and 
other loyal clients he has developed 
many horses of outstanding class, al- 
ways accepting defeat and_ victory 
with equal grace. He has seen racing 
in full perspective, and the sport is 
indebted to him beyond measure for 
the strength and loyalty and wisdom 
which have distinguished his life and 
thereby have added distinction to the 
turf. 


It was probably in the 1920’s when photographer C. C. 
Cook caught trainers Max Hirsch, James Fitzsimmons, 
and the late Thomas J. Healey in this earnest conversa- 
tion in New York. Last week the 81-year-old Fitzsim- 
mons was in the camera’s eye again, this time as Ira 
Drymon, president of the Thoroughbred Club, presented 
a lifetime honorary membership pin to Mr. Fitz at the 
club’s annual testimonial dinner at Keeneland race course. 


October 29, 1955 


James Fitzsimmons preferred not to 
make a speech at the testimonial dinner 
in his honor October 20 at Keeneland. so 
the Thoroughbred Club arranged for J. 
B. Faulconer, a former radio announcer. 
now publicist for Keeneland the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, to interview him. 
In front of more than 300 guests. a tele- 
vision camera. and a_ battery of radio 
microphones. Faulconer asked questions 
and got quick answers. 


“My parents were born Ireland— 
I'm pretty sure of that—and I had 4 
brothers and 2 sisters. My father was a 
huckster in Sheepshead Bay. I was 10 
vears and 8 months old when [ got my 
first job at a race track—second cook 
to a colored fellow in the track kitchen.” 

“[ was vaccinated to be a jockey. but 
it didn’t take too well. .. . I gave my first 
winner a bad ride. Won by a sixteenth of 
a mile and whipping like the devil.” 

Faulconer filled in some of the details 
of Mr. Fitz’s early career—first job on 
March 4. 1885. first winning ride on 
September 13. 1890. first winner as a 
trainer on August 7, 1900—then asked 
how he had met his wife. “Her mother 
ran a boarding house. and I was one of 
the boarders. We were married in 1891.” 

How many children and grandchildren 
are there now? “I have 6 children, 17 
grandchildren. and 17 great-grandchildren 
—and when I get back to New York there 
may be 2 or 3 more.” 

He was given the nickname Sunny Jim 
by George Daley of the New York Sun, he 


said. . . . Ed Morrell gave him his first 
job as a trainer. 

The best horses he had trained? “Dice 
was the best 2-year-old until I got Nashua. 
Diavolo was the best 4-year-old, and 
Gallant Fox was the best 3-year-old until 
Nashua came along.” 

The greatest horses of his time? Syson- 
by. Colin. Man o’ War. Citation, Native 
Dancer. Gallant Fox. Tom Fool—‘and 
maybe I overlooked some of them.” 

The major problems confronting racing? 
“They are slipping around a lot in the 
secretary's office. Win 2 races with a 
horse. and you're just out of luck. There 
are 2 categories of horses these days— 
claiming horses and stakes horses—and if 
vou don't fit there you’re out of luck.” 

“We're shy of good jockeys. ... There 
are only a dozen good jockeys today. We 
ought to have an apprentice school. 
Ought to give a boy 10 pounds until he 
has won 20 races and 5 pounds until he has 
won 40.” 

“Racing needs lots of races for 2- and 
3-year-olds. and there should be longer 
races after July for 2-year-olds—races up 
to a mile for 2-year-olds after July.” 

Advice for young trainers? “Hit the 
jackpot like I did. In 1912 I had a couple 
of horses for J. E. Davis. and through him 
I got . . . William Woodward and Ogden 
Mills and Mrs. Phipps. They've stuck with 
me even when I’ve done a bad job. 

“And get a copy of Preston Burch’s 
Training Thoroughbred Horses, and read 
it, and get a job with a good trainer. 
And always take care of your owners.” 

The interview concluded on a strain from 
Mr. Fitz’s theme song. stressing the 
necessity of keeping racing attractive to 
the sporting owner.

Paris. With the equivalent of about 
$21.820 to the winner. the Grand Criterium 
is the richest 2-year-old race in Europe. 
worth about $3.100 more than the Prix 
Morny. which ranks next. 

The starting field was made up of 6 of 
the best French 2-year-olds and 2 outsiders 
which finished seventh and eighth. Favorite 
at 7 to 10 was the entry of the unbeaten 
Apollonia. winner of the Prix Yacowletf 
and Prix Morny, and Philius. which had 
placed 3 times in good company but was 
only fifth in the Prix Robert Papin. Second 
choice at 9 to 2 was the filly Midget 
(Djebe—Mimi by Black Devil), which. 
after finishing second in the Prix Yacowlef 
and third in the Prix Morny. had won the 
Cheveley Park Stakes. easily beating the 
best English fillies. Next. at 11 to 2. was 
Patras (Goyama—Madame Patrol, by 
Prince Rose). a good colt which had shown 
brilliantly in winning his last’ previous 
race over 1'g miles. Also at less than 8 
to 1 were Tenareze and Chateau Latour. 
the latter winner of his 2 previous races. 

The order immediately after the start 
was Philius. Chateau Latour. Corrientes. 
Apollonia. Tenareze, and Patras. with Mid- 
get last. The only change in the early 
running was for Apollonia. which fell back 
to next-to-last. At the entrance to the 
straight Philius repelled an attack from 
Patras, and Apollonia moved to the out- 


side and gained ground as if she were 
flying. The result was decisive. Apollonia 
won with the greatest ease, and Philius 
beat Tenareze for second. 

The only performance not in line with 
established form was that of Midget. The 
Cheveley Park winner not at her 
best. for some reason; she may have been 
weary as a result of her recent trip to 
England.

If Apollonia and Djebel gained the 
greater part of the glory. the American 
stallion Relic and his sons are also doing 
very well. as Relic is second to Djebel 
among the leading sires of 2-vear-olds, and 
his sons Police and Buisson Ardent have 
won important races at Longchamp and 
Newmarket. 

The 5-furlong Prix d’Arenberg. run on 
October 8, eve of the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. is the most important French 
race for testing 2-year-olds at a_ short 
distance. There were 8 starters. but only 
Palariva. Reine Martiale. and Police had 
definitely demonstrated good class. These 
3 made the early running over the heavy 
course. but Polic soon outran the fillies 
and increased his lead steadily to win by 
4 lengths while Palariva faded away and 
Reine Martiale (Court Martial—Reine 
Shub Ad, by Brantome) lost second place 
to Cigalon (Sayani—lInfante. by Monarch), 
a filly running her second race.

Hafiz. was opposed by the Irish Derby 
winner Panaslipper. the 1954 Two Thou- 
sand Guineas winner Darius (which had 
just won the one-mile Rose of York 
Sweepstakes) and his  pace-maker Im. 
mortal. and the 4-year-old Coronation 
Year. Panaslipper was favorite at evens, 

Immortal was first and Hafiz last until 
about 400 vards from the finish. where 
Darius moved to the front. Hafiz mastered

runners close behind. 

Hafiz (Nearco—Double Rose. by Ma- 
cron) is by an Italian-bred sire out of a 
French mare which finished second to 
Coronation in the 1949 Prix de Are de 
Triomphe.

Armstreng. unaccountably known to nearly 
everyone as Sam. recently assumed direc- 
tion of a stud that Mrs. J. F. C. Brvee. 
American heiress to grocery-store 
fortune, is setting up on her husband's 
estate 20 miles from Newmarket. 

Mill River Stable is Mrs. Bryce’s racing 
name in America. She has at stud in 
Kentucky *Big Dipper II. the best 2- 
year-old in England in 1950. whose first 
offspring were favorably received at 
Keeneland and Saratoga last summer. 
With Armstrong she has Serenade. a filly 
by Chanteur II. and next year she will 
have 3 2-year-olds under his care. in- 
cluding a filly by *Big Dipper IL out 


of the good mare Evening Tide, which 
she bought from Henry H. Knight for $8.- 
000 at Saratoga this summer. Three of 
Mrs. Bryce’s mares are in England. and 
3 others soon will be sent there from Ken- 
tucky. 

Another American who quarters run- 
ning stock at St. Gatien is Robin Scully. 
who lives in Beatrice. Neb.. and gets his 
income from Louisiana oil and from the 
rental of thousands of acres in Nebraska.

Armstrong once won the Cherry Hinton

A contractor named Elgin Armstrong. 
of Brampton, Ontario. is another of Arm- 
strong’s clients. Already successful in the 
U.S. with Standardbreds. he has a pair of 
2-vear-olds at St. Gatien. Both are sons 
of *Royal Charger. one named Pipe Royal 
and the other Royal Canuck. The Ontarian 
also bought 8 yearlings in England this 
year for campaigning in the U. S. 

“Pipe Royal should win again this year. 
and Royal Canuck is likely to go in the 


Two Thousand Guineas next year,” said 
the trainer. 

One of the most closely watched horses 
in the Armstrong stable is Solarium. the 
sole racing prospect of Gerald Albertini, 
a young American who has yet to see his 
25th birthday. Solarium, by Hyperion out 
of Superion, was sold to Albertini just 
prior to the Derby by Senor Ortiz-Patino, 

Solarium went wrong before the Derby, 
and Armstrong had him set for the St, 
Leger when he developed a dry. hacking 


cough. He appears to have a good future 
in the 4-year-old stakes. since he won 


£4.336 at 2. taking at Ascot the Royal 
Lodge and Fenwolf Stakes. He was third 
in the One Thousand Guineas this year, 

\ recent addition to the St. Gatien ranks 
is Andrew J. Crevolin. of California, 
Crevolin has placed with Armstrong a 
yearling colt by My Babu out of Akkaraje.

Jack Gerber and Col. Jack Scott. who 
made their fortunes in gold engineering in 
South Africa. are the owners for whom 
Armstrong has had the most suecess the 
last several years.

St. Gatien is a busy place at all times. 
Armstrong keeps between 40 and 50 horses 
in 2 large brick squares with stalls open- 
ing on a courtyard. These squares. or 
yards. are directly behind and attached to 
his home. which sits on a quiet street. 

Riding for him are 6 boys, ranging in 
age and reputation from the well known 
Willie Snaith to several apprentices. chief 
of which is Paul Tulk. now the most dis- 
cussed young reinsman in England. Tulk 
was widely acclaimed October 5 at the 
Lingfield Park meeting for the winning 


ride he gave Robert Sterling Clark’s 
Orelino in the Burstow Handicap. 
Tulk. who weighs only 93 pounds. 


won the recent Cesarewitch on Curry. the 
less favored member of an entry started by 
Armstrong. He was the first apprentice in 
29 years to win the 214-mile race. 

Armstrong complains that the cost of 
training a horse has outdistanced purses 
by a country mile. There are 7.000 horses 
in training in England, 1.200 of these 
headquartered at Newmarket. France has 
6.000 under saddle. 4.000 of them divided 
between Chantilly and Maisons-Laffitte, 
he said. 

The cost of training a horse in England, 
Armstrong put at $30 a week. In France 
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Armstrong will train and race the youngster. 


it's about the same. and in Italy $45 a 
week. he said. Oats. bought at Aberdeen 
in Scotland (600 miles away). cost $135 
a ton by the time they're stored at St. 
Gatien. 

Hay is bought in the field. Armstrong 
sends his own cutter and wagon. and the 
hay costs $50 a ton by the time it’s in the 
stable. The best hay comes from Colchest- 
er. in Essex. some 45 miles away. Carrots 
are $65 a ton and linseed $300 a ton. 

“There is. however. more racing than 
there’s ever been.” said the trainer who 
conditioned My Babu and Sayajirao. and 
whose stable has won over 500 races in 
the 10 years it’s been located at New- 
market. “We have as many as 4 meet- 
ings a day. “But we have great trouble 
now in selling horses outside of England 
where formerly we had a flourishing ex- 
port market. South Africa won't allow 
horses in for racing. I sent in the last 2. 
both foals, 8 years ago: then the govern- 
ment stopped all imports. And India. 
another big outlet. put a 25-per-cent duty 
on horses coming in.”

Return of a Champion 
MEvBourNeE Rising Fast. a champion 
after his victories in the 1954 Caulfield 
and Melbourne Cups. lost his form and 
was described as “over the hill.” Recently 
he had shown such flashes that he was a 
near favorite for the Caulfield Cup. which 


he won easily under 136 pounds, getting 
the last half-mile in :4814 and running the 
full 145 miles three-quarters of a second 
faster than he did last year when he was 
carrying 14 pounds less. 

All Australia is now keyed up by the 
possibility of the New Zealand-bred geld- 
ing getting a second victory in the Mel. 
bourne Cup on November 1, and if he 
does he will have performed an unparallel- 
ed feat. A 4-pound penalty means that 
he will have to carry 140 pounds at Flem- 
ington, and he is a hot favorite to bring 
off the double. In the Caulfield Cup he 
started his run 6 furlongs from home and 
won easily. with 2 other horses bred in 
New Zealand holding second and_ third.

In the meantime they had paid enough 
attention to the business at hand to wager 
a record sum of 1.063.435 pesos on an 
equine national hero. the champion Tatan.

The champion got 
another victory. standing off the late 
challenge of Canyengue to win by half a 
length. Esupumoso was third. about 6 
lengths farther back.

The first 2 sessions of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s fall sales of yearlings 
had been completed when this issue of 
The Blood-Horse went to press. The 
number of buyers present appeared to be 
larger than normal: they represented 
virtually every racing area the 
continent. and many of them were buying 
at Keeneland for the first time.

River Divide of Beulah Park 


John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm 
dwarfs all other Thoroughbred breeding 
operations in Ohio, but Darby Dan is not 
the state’s only successful horse farm. A 
few miles south of Galbreath’s place is 
Beulah Park. home base of Robert J. 
Dienst’s River Divide Farm. 

Dienst. president and general manager 
of Beulah. for many years operated a 
100-acre farm a few miles north of the 
track. Two years ago he sold the farm 
and moved his breeding stock to Beulah. 
“The tenant [ had wasn’t doing a good 
job with the crops. and the land was too 
valuable to be used only for horses,” 
Dienst said. 

The move to Beulah was applauded by 
Clove Keller, River Divide’s manager. 
Keller serves as stall supervisor. track 
superintendent, paddock judge, and_plac- 
ing judge at Beulah during the race meet- 
ings. and supervises repair and 
maintenance at the track during the off 
seasons. Since he must spend much 
time at the track. he has found it handy 
to have the horses there. too. 

All of the River Divide stock—3 stal- 
lions. 5 broodmares. 7 yearlings. and 2 
weanlings—is quartered in a barn just 
beyond the track’s first turn. The pastures 
are behind the barn, and close enough to 
give the horses a look at the racing. The 


Beulah grounds embrace 140 acres. 25 of 
which are devoted to pasture for breeding 
stock. His land is somewhat crowded, 
but. said Dienst. “This way I’m not tempt- 
ed to get any more horses—no place to put 
‘em.” 

The stallions are Brief Sigh. Final 
Touch. and Mass 0° Gold. Dienst admits 
that the ratio of stallions to mares is out 
of line. especially since the number of 
outside mares is negligible. He raced each 
of his stallions, and he kept them for 
breeding merely because he wanted to 
give them at least a chance at stud. His 
record to date has been good. 


The Stallions and Mares 


Brief Sigh, a 14-year-old horse by 
Brevity—*Forsythia II. by *Stefan the 
Great. won 14 races and earned $30.230. 
From his retirement to stud in 1946 
through 1954, he had 21 winners of 109 
races from 22 foals of racing age. an aver- 
age of 5.2 winning races per horse. His 
best performer is Queensware, which won 
the Narragansett Nursery and Old Colony 
Stakes last year. 

Final Touch. bred by Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt and bought by Dienst while still in 
training, is a 10-year-old horse by Dauber 
—That’s That. by High Time. A winner 
of 11 races and $35.925 from 2 to 5. he 
sent his first crop of 2 foals to the races 
this year. and both have won. 


CLove KELLER 


Mass 0° Gold is a 7-year-old horse by 
Fighting Step—Elizabeth Hope. by Canad- 
ian Ensign. Winner of 8 races and $31.- 
350 at 2. 3. and 4, he was limited to one 
start a year at 5 and 6 when a leg ailment 
gave him trouble. 

Dienst’s mares also have come from his 
racing stable. There were no stakes win-

Each of 
his mares with produce old enough to 
race is a 100 per cent producer.

All of the River Divide-bred horses join 
the home racing stable. trained by Rollie 
Shepp. The stable spends spring. sum- 
mer. and fall in New England and winter 
in Florida. In recent years Dienst has 
been supplementing his stable with year- 
lings purchased at the Keeneland summer 
sales. Out of the 1954 sales he got 
Decathlon, which already has earned more 
than $40.000. Best money winner in the 
stable now is Andre, which Dienst claimed 
for $6.500. Andre won several stakes at 
Tropical Park early this year before in- 


juries sidelined him. Now at Beulah. 
Andre has been blistered. and he will be 
returned to training this winter. 


Keller and Three Bobs 


In addition to his other duties. Keller 
breaks the yearlings. a task for which he 
is well fitted. having trained a_ public 
stable at various Ohio tracks before he 
went with Dienst in 1947. He now has 7 
yearlings under saddle. all of which will 
be shipped to Florida late in the year. 
Four of the yearlings—colts by Revoked 
and Pavot and fillies by Revoked and 
Cochise—came from the Keeneland sum- 
mer sales. The other 3. all fillies by Final 
Touch. are home-breds. 

Keller's favorite among the lot is the 
filly by Final Touch—Randle’s Queen. 
which has been named Three Bobs for 
Dienst. his son and his grandson. all 
named Robert. 

The stable earned $837.021 from 1940 
through 1954, but this has not tempted him 
to enlarge either his racing or breeding 
operations. 

“T like to breed and race horses.” he said, 
“but I would rather stick to a few mares 
and a couple of my own stallions. I don’t 
have any plans for buying a lot of mares. 
Of course. if I get a good-winning mare in 
my stable. [ll probably retire her and 
breed her, but I don’t want a big horse 
farm. I’ve got enough headaches now.”

Broodmare Sire Probabilities 


Estimating the relative importance and 
worth of the broodmare sire is one of the 
most complex and difficult tasks the Thor- 
oughbred breeder faces. It is largely be- 
cause of the complexity that the breeder 
nearly always tends to oversimplify it. 
frequently spending his money somewhat 
carelessly in the process. 

Strange things happen as a result. When 
Swaps wins the Santa Anita. Kentucky. 
and American Derbys and the Hollywood 
Gold Cup. the valuation of *Beau Pere 
mares goes up sharply. particularly wher- 
ever there is a chance of breeding them 
to *Khaled. 

On the other hand. the emergence of 
Nashua somehow seems to have failed to 
bring about any noticeable increase in the 
demand for daughters of Johnstown. In 
this ease the simplification appears to have 
gone to the even greater extreme of. at- 
tributing the entirety of Nashua’s prowess 
to the faet that he is a son of *Nasrullah 
—a judgment which overlooks the already 
demonstrated merit of the dam as a race 
mare producer. 

Yet the cold facts are that Johnstown. 
as a sire of broodmares, has a better record 
than *Beau Pere. The offspring of his 
daughters have earned money at a higher 


rate per starter per year. and a_ higher 
proportion of his daughters have gained 
some distinction as producers. 
The Elusive Fractions 
Does this make Johnstown a_ better 
broodmare sire than *Beau Pere? 
Possibly. but not necessarily. The per- 


formance of grandchildren is no more 
dependent on one grandparent than = on 
any one of the other 3 grandparents. and 
the connection between performance and 
the maternal grandsire becomes quite 
tenuous when the major share of an. in- 
dividual runner's merit is divided between 
the sire and dam. The problem breaks up 
into so many variables that the assign- 
ment of the specific ranking to broodmare 
sires is on the borderline of foolishness. 

Nevertheless, at the time a prospective 
broodmare is selected. her sire is one of 
the important factors to be considered. 
The sire is no more important than the 
dam. and neither of them is as important 
as demonstrated racing class. In most 
cases there is no such demonstration. and 
the breeder takes his best hold by weighing 
the merits of the sire and dam. along 
with conformation. Hence the accompany- 
ing exploratory figures. 

The tabulation on the opposite page is 
a deliberate mixture of the records of old 
and relatively young broodmare sires. Old- 
est of the group is The Porter, foaled in 
1915. In the first 3 columns after the 
name is the 1954 record. In the next 3 
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is the cumulative record. based on the 
lifetime performance of the offspring of 
mares which have had progeny running 
in the last 6 years. In the last 4 columns 
the mares by each stallion. as accounted 
for in the cumulative record. are divided 
into groups according to the racing indexes 
of their progeny. 

The records for the younger sires are 
complete. or nearly so. for racing in North 


America. Those for the older group. such 
as *Bull Dog, Man o° War, Pompey. 
Reigh Count, *Sir Gallahad II, Stimulus. 
and The Porter, are deficient because 
some of their older daughters will have 
had nothing to race in the last 6 years and 
thus are not considered. The current 
picture is rather well indicated. however. 


Young Mares and Old 


It hardly needs pointing out that a high 
money total does not necessarily indicate 
a high average level of merit; it may be, 
instead. only an indication of huge num-

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bers of runners. However easy it is for 
breeders to recognize this fact, they some- 
times find it difficult to recognize the 
corollary, that some of the best records 
will be found among broodmare sires with 
small representation. 

In 1954 the 38 runners out of mares 
by *Alibhai earned $312,825, an average 
of $8.232 per runner, or 2.80 times the 
average earnings of all horses which made 
at least one start in North America last 
year. There were 247 starters whose dams 
were daughters of Blue Larkspur. and 
they earned $1,671,545; their average for 
the year, $6,767, was 2.30 times the con- 
tinental average of $2.936 per starter. War 
Admiral had a higher index than Man o’ 
War. *Heliopolis almost as high an index 
as Hyperion. 

These results do not permit the conclu- 
sion that the best of the younger brood- 
mare sires will prove themselves better 
than the best of the older generation. They 
indicate only that. as the older names 
gradually withdraw from the immediate 
scene. their place of prominence must be 
taken by others. 


The Extremes of Success 


In the cumulative record the huge money 
totals. which are more or less meaning- 
less. have been omitted. and in their place 
have been substituted the sums of the 
annual adjustment totals. The 81 year- 
starters out of *Alibhai mares had earned 


a total of $676,689 through 1954. This 
was as much as 242.24 “average” year- 
starters would have earned in the same 


years of racing. The adjustment sum is 
divided by the sum of year-starters to 
obtain the cumulative index, which in 
*Alibhai’s case is 2.99. That is, the ratio 
of actual earnings to average opportunity 
per starter per year is almost 3 to 1. 

A 3-to-1 ratio for any broodmare sire is 
too high to be maintained indefinitely over 
large numbers of runners. The 2.40 index 
for Blue Larkspur and the 2.39 for *Blen- 
heim II probably represent the highest 
figures likely to be held when the ac- 
cumulated number of year-starters goes 
well over a thousand. 

The fact that most of the indexes here 
are well above the breed average of 1.00 
is due to several factors besides the ex- 
cellence of the broodmare sire. — First. 
the daughters of these sires are also the 
daughters of good race mares and good 
producers. in higher proportion than is 
common. Second. they are mated with the 
best sires. Third. their offspring are raised 
on the best farms, trained by the best 
trainers, ridden by the best jockeys. There 
is no formula for determining how much 
excellence is left to be credited solely to 
the broodmare sire. 


The Best Percentages 


The last 4 columns. under No. of Mares, 
are data which allow the breeder to make 


a fairly accurate estimate of the odds jp. 
volved in choosing a broodmare prospec, 
by one of the more prominent. sires of 
broodmares. *Challenger IL, for instance. 
has been represented by the offspring of 109 
daughters; 43 per cent of these may be 
regarded as poor producers. 37 per cen 
are fair to good. and 20 per cent are good, 
Of the 20 with lifetime progeny indexes oj 
2.00 or higher, 5 have been “extra good” 
producers, with indexes upward of 4.00, 

The sires with the highest percentages 
of daughters in the 2.00-plus category are 
Blue Larkspur. with 39 per cent; 
*Heliopolis. 34: Man o° War and Hyper. 
ion. 32; *Bull Dog. Eight Thirty, ang 
Menow, 29; *Isolater. and War Admiral, 
28: *Alibhai and *Bahram, 27: *Mab. 
moud and *Sickle. 25: Bimelech. 24: 
Bull Lea. Count Fleet. and Johnstown, 23: 
Asterus. Discovery. and *Sir  Gallahad 
Ill. 22: *Blenheim II. 21. 

Since Blue Larkspur’s reeord is not 
likely to be repeated and *Heliopolis still 
is represented by only a small number of 
producing daughters. it is plain that a 
random selection among the daughters of 
even an outstanding broodmare sire would 
be more than twice as likely to get a poor 
or moderate producer as a good one. The 
odds against outstanding producer 
would be much higher—about 7 to 1, at 
least.

This particular phenomenon can be ey.

American foals except when he was stand- 
ing in California. Before *Khaled’s arrival, 
*Alibhai was the best stallion bred to 
*Beau Pere’s daughters: after *Alibhai’s 
departure for Kentucky. *Khaled was the 
best stallion in California. The pattern 
was made by propinquity. not by nick. 

Further. to assume that Swaps is the 
result of a nick is to ignore the fact that his 
dam’s other parent was a stakes-winning. 
stakes-producing mare. and the same is 
true of all the stakes winners produced by 
breeding *Khaled to *Beau Pere mares.

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A Day at the Zoo 


The first stop in a hurried. 4-day visit 
in Chicago was at the huge (and very 
beautiful) Chicago Zoological Park. at 
Brookfield. Ill.. where specimens have been 
assembled of what some people call the 
Forest Horse and others the wild horse. 

I was met at the office. immediately in- 
side the front gates. by Robert Bean. the 
dedicated. 53-year-old director of the zoo. 
who indicated a chair by his desk and 
immediately pulled 3 fat volumes from a 
shelf. Almost before I had found a pad 
and pencil he was talking at high speed 
and making notes on a large sheet of pink 
paper which at one time had been used 
as a bookmark. 

“There were 2 species of wild horses in 
Europe and Asia within historical times.” 
he said. writing down his own words. 

“Species 1—Prezewalski’s Horse, or the 
Mongolian Tarpan. This is Equus Prezel- 
walski Poliakov. 

Species 2—This includes 2 races, the 
Eastern Forest Horse. Equus Caballus 
Gmelini, and the Western Forest Horse. 
Equus Caballus Septrionalis. Both races 
now extinct. 

“The Mongolian Tarpan no longer exists 
in nature, but does exist in captivity. There

are 30 of this species in existence. and I 
have 3 of them here. The others are with 
Heinz Heck in Munich. 


“The Eastern Forest Horse. found in the 
area between the Rhine and the Volga. 
was killed out in Poland about 1866. but 
has been reconstructed by Heck. and I 
have 2 specimens here. The people in 
anthropology believe that our horses derive 
from this race. 


“The Western Tarpan. southern 
France and northern Spain. was extermin- 
ated somewhere around the first century 
A. D.” 

Basic identification out of the way. Bean 
went on at a more leisurely pace. He 
said Heck’s idea was to recreate the 
ancestor of the modern horse. and he 
set upon this project in 1925. Fifteen 
years later he had what he wanted. 

Bean said that his friend Heck used 9 
kinds of horses to reconstruct the wild 
horse—Welsh ponies. Dartmoor ponies, 
Shetland ponies, Iceland ponies. Nor- 
wegian Duns. Hanover coach horses. farm 
horses from northern Spain. mustangs from 
Patagonia. and Koniks from Poland. The 
breed which contributed most was the 
Konik. obtained mostly from Polish 
peasants who tilled the land along forest 


regions where the last forest horses were 
seen, 

Heck used more than 300 horses to re. 
create his wild horse, and in the years 


between 1925 and 1940 “he fed more 
horses to the lions than he kept.” During 
the war in Europe. when it seemed that 
the Russian advance would over-run the 
Munich Heck decided to hide his 
horses rather than allow the Russians to 
take them as prizes of war. He stained 
their coats with sulfuric acid. even maimed 
some of them. to hide their identity; then 
he placed them on farms around Munich 
where he hoped they would pass for work 
animals. When the Russian threat was 
over he gathered up his horses and _ re. 
turned them to the zoo in Munich. 

Did Heck perfect his horse? “Sure he 
did. If you dug up a cave man today and 
showed him one of these specimens he'd 
say. ‘That's my horse, all right.” This 
horse is a spit’n image.” 

Bean first saw what Heck was doing in 
1930. and when the experiment in breed- 
ing proved successful the Brookfield direc- 
tor tried to buy some breeding stock from 
Munich. Heck was unwilling to sell. and 
it wasn’t until this vear that he agreed 
to dispose of 5 horses. 

Brookfield bought 2 Mongolian Tarpans, 
a 7-year-old mare and a 4-year-old stallion, 
and 3 Eastern Forest horses. a 4-year-old 
stallion. a 3-vear-old filly. and a yearling 


filly.

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Most of the animals in the beautifully 
landscaped zoo are in enclosures meant to 
resemble the natural habitat of the animal. 
For the Eastern Forest Horse. however. 
the enclosure was bare. sand-covered, and 
without vegetation. At the rear of the pen 
was a kind of stable. and beside it a rock 
formation. 

The yearling filly, alone in the pen. was 
17 months old. She was about 11 hands 
high and weighed about 400 pounds. Bean 
guessed. She was mouse-colored. and a 
black stripe extended from her roached 
mane to the base of the tail. Her legs 
were straight, the feet normal for her 
size. 

The stallion and the 3-year-old filly. 
running in the same pen. were about a 
hand taller than the yearling and maybe 
200 pounds heavier. The stallion’s neck 
was heavy. and the legs were coarse. the 
quarters muscular. Neither these horses 
nor the Mongolian Tarpans. which we 
saw next. had well defined chestnuts. or 
night-eyes. The faces of the older horses 
were considerably darker than the year- 
ling’s. but their coats were of approximate- 
ly the same mouse color as hers. 

Bean led the way around to the rear of 
the enclosure. and we went through the 
stable into the open yard into which we 
had been looking from the outside. The 
horses were extremely curious. but they 
did not want to be petted—an extended 
hand sent them scurrying to the other side 
of the yard. Although they never had had 


a halter on, Bean thought they could be 
broken very easily. 

The Mongolian Tarpan was practically 
indistinguishable from the Eastern Forest 
Horse, except that the coat was lighter. a 
soft tan color. 


Both the mare and the 


stallion had black stockings and light 
snips. They had the same general body 
structure. the same stripe down the back, 
the same roached mane. And they were 
as curious. as distrustful as the others, 
Bean thought that all the characicristies 
of the 2 species of wild horses had been 
brought together in’ the 
There now semed_ to be only one weak 
point. and it a minor one—that is. the 
mane. In the wild horse there 
should be no forelock. and the mane should 
be 3 or 4 inches long and should. stand 
Sometimes the mane of the

After we had seen the horses we went 
to the cottage that Mr. and Mrs. Bean have 
in the park. and Mrs. Bean prepared coffee 
while we talked about horses and_ other 
animals in the zoo. Bean explained that 
he was a native of Chicago. and that when 
he was 4 the family had moved to Mil- 
waukee. where his father was director of 
the municipal zoo. After the boy gradu- 
ated from the University of Wisconsin. he 
went to work with his father. and a year 
later was made director of a zoo in San 
Diego, Calif. He stayed in San Diego a 
year, and in 1927 returned to Chicago, 
where he helped in the planning and con- 
struction of the Chicago Zoological Park. 
which I have been calling the Brookfield 
Zoo. The zoo opened in 1934, and Bean 
has been director ever since, 

“T wish I were a young man,” he said. 
“I'd pack my duffle bag and go down to 
Kentucky and get into your business... . 
I like the way they raise horses there. 
They know what they’re doing and why.”

A Marvelous Place, But— 


Last year. when Hirsch Jacobs shipped 
Stymie and some of the best Bieber-Jacobs 
mares from Kentucky to Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller's ranch near Riverside. was 
reported that he had observed that horses 
bred in California had sounder feet and 
legs than those bred east of the Mississippi. 
But at Del Mar one morning a stable fore- 
man, fussing with the troublesome legs 
of a 2-year-old, turned to me and _ said. 
“All these California horses have soft 
bone.” 

Its like that all over; it is difference 
of opinion that makes horse racing and 
horse breeding in California, as anywhere 
else. Some people say it’s the best place 
in the world for a horse; others differ, 
some of them violently. If A brags be- 
cause he can keep his horses out in the 
sun all day long and all year round. B 
is likely to claim that ‘horses would be 
better off if they were indoors more. If 
X likes alfalfa for everything. Y wouldn't 
have it for anything. . 

These are intrastate, as much as inter- 
sectional, arguments. But. whatever the 
soundest opinions may be, Thoroughbred 
breeding is developing more rapidly in 
California than is generally acknowledged 
by breeders in other sections. 

A few months ago I mentioned a Cali- 
fornia farm I had liked to a Kentuckian 
with many years of memories. 


“Yes.” he said. “I know it well. It’s 


a marvelous place for lions and tigers. 
When a horse died at that farm there was 
a fight between the Indians and the eagles 
to see who got the carcass... . One man- 
ager left because, he told me, ‘I woke up 


with a cobra in my room... . A marvelous 


place. but not for horses.” 
The Influences at Work 


The Eastern breeder is convinced that 
he has certain natural advantages which 
will serve permanently to keep the Cali- 
fornia breeder in his place. and that place. 
as the Easterner sees it. is in California 
or thereabouts. He has no fears that a 
swarm of horses like Swaps and Correla- 
tion and Bold Bazooka will come out of 
the West some day and fly back home with 
the laurels which are considered the al- 
most exclusive prerogative of the East. 
Its a marvelous country. but not for 
horses. 

This judgment is widely accepted, and 
even in California it is accepted in some 
degree. but I find no reference to it in the 
Comprehensive Index of Eternal Verities. 

California itself has certain advantages 
which. whether “natural” or not. are 
steadily at work shifting westward the 
gravitation centers which will largely 
determine the future of Thoroughbred 
breeding in the United States. Population. 
industry. and wealth are moving to the 
West in quantities which reduce the gold 
rush of a hundred years ago to the propor- 
tions of an overnight bivouac by Troop 1] 
of the Boy Scouts. This economic shift has 
been accompanied by an almost spectacular 
rise of racing. 

The California tracks have. along with 
this advantage. the further advantage of 
a mutuel take (13 per cent and breaks 
to the nickel) which is not quite so 
oppressive as that which threatens the 
permanent removal of New York racing 
from its traditional place of leadership. 


Further, the quality of California rae. 
ing cannot easily be dismissed as a eon. 
tinuing series of accidents. without heredj. 
tary implications. The fact that horses 
run there as fast as. or a little faster than, 
anywhere else in the world cannot pe 
attributed entirely to tracks which are 
downhill all the way around. The fact 
that distance racing is more warmly ae. 
cepted by horsemen in California than 
anywhere else the country strongly 
suggests that the breeders there will 
develop. of their own resources. some of 
the stoutness and bottom now supplied 
mainly by a continuing and outrageously 
expensive stream of importations. 


Add to these considerations the fact 
that it is only in the last 10 years that 
California Thoroughbred breeders have 
became genuinely aggressive and competi- 
tive. They now have’ farms which are 
beyond comparison with those — which 
nourished the bulk of California-bred 
horses in the 1920’s and 1930's. These 
farms are new, they are busy. they will try 
anything. Trying anything sounds like 
dangerous procedure to the Eastern breed- 
ers who sleep calmly with established 
tradition, but it has its merits: occasion- 
ally something works. and suddenly there 
is a new tradition. 


The Satisfactory Results 


The land needs phosphorus—as_ whrt 
land doesn’t?—but Californians can buy 
it by the trainload. For months on end 
it gets no rain. but through irrigation it 
is watered more efficiently than pastures 
in the East. The summers are too hot, 
the winters too mild, says the Easterner, 
assuming, more or less subconsciously, that 
the norm is established by the climate in 
which his own horses are raised. But 
California climate does not destroy the

race horse. Peter Strub has a 32-aer 
place at Chino. not much more than , 
home-run distance from Rex Elsworth’: 
place. He bred 5 foals there in 1952. Three 
of them are stakes winners. Guerrero, 
Baby Alice. and Knock Wood: the other 2 
are the winners Mr. Bluebird and. Sister 
Liz. 

The vearlings sold at Del Mar at the 
end of August were comparable. in. size, 
soundness. and condition, to those sold at 
the best auctions in the East. Their condi. 
tion, | thought. actually was better than 
that of Keeneland and Saratoga yearlings, 
on the average. A larger proportion of 
them had been given enough exercise to 
make hard muscle; the trainers who got 
them would have to spend less time wait- 
ing for the lard to be rendered off. their 
bodies. The greatest difficulty with sales 
yearlings. especially those sold at the big 
midsummer auctions. is that they have 
spent too many hours for too many weeks 


standing in their stalls: in California this | 


practice apparently goes to much. less 
debilitating extremes than in the breeding 
centers east of the Mississippi. 


A Return to Class 


Louis B. Mayer's quick and unquestion- 
able success as a breeder was achieved on | 


a farm which in its time probably had no 
equal in California. Now there are per- 
haps a dozen approximations of the Mayer 
farm in the general area of its location, 
plus numerous other good farms farther 
to the north. The main difference be. 
tween the Mayer place and its successors 
lies in the comparative quality of the 
breeding stock. This is probably the most 
important difference between the best 
California farms of today and the best 
farms in Kentucky. 

The California breeder spends money 
rather freely on nearly everything else. 
but he is still cautious about risking capital 
in large quantities in the purchase of 
stallions and mares which already have 
proved exceptional merit either the 
race course or a stud. This is the leaf 
he has failed to take from the Mayer 
book. and in all probability it was the 
most important leaf in that book. not 
excepting the windfall of —*Alibhai’s 
extreme success. He has had enough 
success with moderate breeding stock that 
he has tended. quite naturally. to become a 
“pedigree expert.” and to give wide oppor- 
tunity to stallions and mares whose merit 
was less in themselves than in the subjec- 
tive appraisal of their ancestry. 

This attitude apparently is in a process 
of changing. The success of *Khaled. it 
is true. appears to have drawn more atten- 
tion to unlikely sons of Hyperion than to 
horses with class and parentage equal te 
*Khaled’s, but the return of *Noor from 
Kentucky and the big outlay of capital 
to keep the top-class runners Determine 
and Imbros in the state suggest that a new 
competitive standard for stallions is being

If a dozen horses of such 
become anchored at California 
ranches, there may develop a tendency— 
it will be an expensive tendency. of course 
—to provide them with mates worthy of 
their apparent merit.

As for the Future — 


Whether, or how fast. such a develop- 
ment will occur is not easily predictable. 
The competition of top-class horses will 
tend to speed it up. On the other hand, 
the extra opportunities occasioned by the 
preferential treatment California- 
bred horses probably will tend to slow it 
down: as long as a man can do fairly well 
with the offspring of fair-to-middling 
breeding stock he is under some compul- 
maintain things in statu quo, 
especially if he has to pay through the 
nose, as he does now. to meet the competi- 
tion of top-class stallions and mares.

This brings us to an indefinite con- 
clusion regarding the future of Thorough- 
bred breeding in California. There are 
too many hazards to allow setting down a 
proposition and putting Q. E. D. to it. but. 
until proof to the contrary is adduced. | 
believe that California environment pro- 
duces as good a horse as any other part 
of the country, assuming parents of equal 
merit. 

If this conclusion. based sketchy 


observation, is correct. its corollary is 
important to breeders everywhere. The 
corollary is that Califernia’s rate of 


ascendance as a Thoroughbred breeding 
center will be in proportion to the rate 
of improvement in the top 10 to 15. per 
cent of its breeding stock. particularly its 
broodmares. 

As in all stock breeding in which man 
is more concerned with fashion and fancy 
than with actual probabilities. the rate of 
improvement probably will be slow. But 
improvement already is well under way. 
and the physical factors are present which 
make its continuance almost certain. 

This tentative conclusion will be aeccept- 
ed with varying degrees of skepticism by 
Eastern breeders—and by Californians. 
I cannot very well contend that climate 
makes no difference in race horse breed- 
ing. but I suspect that. within the normal 
range of the temperate zone. it makes less 
difference than the condition book and 
other standards by which breeding stock is 
selected. 


When James B. Haggin moved the 
world’s biggest Thoroughbred breeding 


operation from the Sacramento valley to 
the banks of the Elkhorn in the lushest 
pasture region of Kentucky, there was no 
observable rise in the quality of the 
runners he bred—because he no 
material improvement his breeding 
stock. If he had improved his stud instead 
of moving it to Kentucky. the geography 
of race horse breeding in the United 
States probably would have been different 
from what it is today. J. A. Estes
